EDITORIAL 


IT was a depressing experience watching | 
Newcastle, the former giants of the National 
League, being slaughtered 8-1 by Sydney 
City a few days ago. 
Indeed, the whole sorry Newcastle saga 
warrants investigation and comment. | 
When Newcastle KB were withdrawn from 
the NSL because their financial crisis made It 
Impossible to continue, certain decisions 


In retrospect, those decisions may have 
been the wrong ones. 

Adamstown Rosebuds were elevated to 
National League status, taking the name 
Newcastle Rosebuds and accepting the fix- 
tures of the former KB team. 

Ever since that day, the Rosebuds have 
struggled. 

In their first five matches after the takeover, 
Rosebuds recorded five defeats, scored 
three goals and conceded 20. 

This alarming slump took the team from 
second top to bottom place in the competi- 
tion table. 

While this was happening, spectators de- 
serted the Rosebuds, which will always hap- 
pen when a team suffers after defeat. 

Perhaps irreparable damage has been 
done. As everyone knows, it Is very difficult 
getting the fans back once they have left you. 

One must also question the legality of a 


accepts the points already won by the de- 
funct team. 

As one cynic commented: “This could only 
happen in Austrailia.” 

Cynic or not, he was probably right. 

Normal procedure when a team goes to the 
wall is for its results to be annulled and to 
carry on the competiton one club short ... 
even if this means every weekend. 

Why wasn’t “normal procedure” followed 

in the Newcastle KB United case? 
Maybe the NSL has the answer. But it 
seems the over-riding consideration was re- 
taining the presence of a team, any team, 
from Newcastle in the competition. 

Maybe the new team should have been 
called the “Newcastle Koalas,” being a pro- 
tected species. 

In fact, Newcastle Rosebuds are still clas- 
sed as a “development area” team, which 
means they cannot be relegated even if they 
finish bottom of the NSL this year, a fate now 
more probable than possible. 

Penrith, on the other hand, will vanish into 
obscurity from whence they came if they 
finish in bottom spot. 

This preferential treatment for a Newcastle 
club is something the NSL should examine 
closely. 
ht Is obviously unfair to other clubs who 
face sudden deaii if they fail. 

Indeed, even one of the Rosebud officials 
mented 


still gets favourable treatment and cannot be 
relegated.” 

lf a team cannot be built into a worthy 
member of the NSL in seven years, how 
much time does it require? 

There was little sympathy for Mooroolbark 
and Western Suburbs (Sydney) when they 
found the going tough in the NSL.

skill, often inhibits a play- 
er from developing as he 
normally might and it is 
only when the player 
slows down later that he 
starts to develop all-round 
skill. 

Eddie Thomson's star 
winger, now midfielder, 
Joe Watson, is an exam- 
ple of a player who lacks 
speed and has developed 
fine all-round skill to com- 
pensate. 

In Joe's case, he also 
lacks height and to a cer- 
tain extent, strength, so 
he is very reliant on his 
excellent tight dribbling 
skills and accurate 
kicking. 

Joe also receives the 
ball very well in almost 
any situation. 


| HAD discussions with Les Scheinflug and 
Eddie Thomson regarding players and 
teams in! Australia, recently. 


However, lack of speed 
almost certainly would 
have limited his chances 
of making it as a winger 
in top Scottish Soccer. 

The higher the level of 
the game, the faster and 
stronger the players gen- 
erally are. 

One player in the Syd- 
ney City team who has 
always impressed me as 
having the skills, strength 
and competitiveness to 
play in top Soccer is John 
Kosmina. 

Thomson rates Kosmina 
ahead of Sydney Olym- 
pic’s Marshall Soper, 
especially in heading 
where, Thomson said, 
Kosmina attacks the ball. 
Soper tends to let it hit his 
head, as it were. 


Thomson, however, is a 
great admirer of Soper’s 
general skill, especially 
his ability.to turn with the 
ball. 


A volatile temperament 
is Soper’s biggest weak- 
ness at the moment, as 
almost all people know in 
Soccer, especially among 
centre-backs calculating 
enough to exploit this 
weakness. 

Thomson was a little 
disappointed for his busy 
midfielder, Paul Kay, not 
making the squad. 

I have been interested 
in the development of Kay 
since he first joined St 
George as a 15-year-old, 
driven there three times a 
week by his father from 
Wollongong. 


Subsequently he re- 
turned to Wollongong Ci- 
ty, then on to England for 
a spell with the second 
division club Charlton 
Athletic. 


The manager, Alan 
Mullery, whom I spoke 
with while over in Eng- 
land, at the time,’ said he 
was very impressed by 
Kay. 

Mullery moved on to 
Crystal Palace, which 
probably had a bearing 
on Kay's eventual return 
to Australia and a mid- 
field berth with Sydney 
City. 


Small, like Watson, he 
is, however, nippy and 
now much stronger in the 
tackle as a result of his 
English experience. 

Winning. th the ball had 
previously been a failing. 

Playing in the highly 
competitive Sydney City 
team has also encour- 
aged the further develop- 
ment of his tackling. 

Despite my limited 
watching of National 
League Soccer in recent 
times, I have been very 
impressed by the ability 
and temperament of 
sweeper David Ratcliffe at 
St George. 

Although he is at times 
suspect in one-on-one 
confrontations with skilful 
attackers, Ratcliffe has a 
lot of skill for a defender. 
He is also very sound in 
the air and strong in the 
tackle, 

His passing and receiv- 
ing skills are competent. 
He has steel in his game 
and an agressive, com- 
petitive temperament.

HAVING just returned from a trip to Asia, one of my outstanding 


memories is of the pre-Olympic Games tournament played in 


Singapore 
Arabian team. 


If you thought the Arab 
nations were all great 
pals, you'd better think 
again. 

To use an old cliche, 
there is no love lost bet- 
ween Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait. 

Before the tournament 
opened in Singapore, all 
the smart money was on 
Kuwait and very few 
people fancied Saudi 
Arabia or Qatar. 

But the Saudis and 
Qatar will be in Los 
Angeles for the Olympics 
while the Kuwaitis will 
stay home. 

As one Singapore 
newspaper reported: 
“Saudi Arabia emerged 
from nowhere, its colours 
shining brightly where 
they had previously been 
gloomy. It was the day for 
the dark horses to 
triumph.” 

Saudi Arabia's delega- 
tion leader, Prince Fahad 
Sultan, said it was an his- 
torical event in his coun- 
try’s football story. 

“This is the second time 
Kuwait has fallen to us,” 
said the proud Prince, 
“the first time being in the 
military tournament when 


they actually fielded their 
full international team. 

“Now we have again 
brought them to their 
knees, convincingly beat- 
ing them 4 - 1.”" 

While that defeat 
brought tears to the 
Kuwaiti players on the 
field and their supporters 
in the stands, it ‘brought 
great joy to their neigh- 
bours and rivals.

Some compromise is 
needed. The ASF could

It would be a partial 
solution, and a confer- 
ence could be arranged 
as soon as possible to 
seek a better result prior

Personally, I can go 
back to 1947 when 36,000 
tumed up to see a great 
battle between Australia 
and a strong South 
Africa.

In spite of part-time ad- 
ministration of very ordi- 
nary standard, one or two 
Saturdays were left free 
by the Associations to 
dovetail with the ASF. 
There was no Sunday av- 
ailability of the SCG and 
arrangements were made 
in good time. 

And as a schoolboy in 
1939 I was out there bar- 
racking for my favourite 
midfielder Ray “Tugger” 
Bryant and Australia in 
the series against Pales- 
tine. 

I can recommend this 
sort of enthusiasm to to- 
day’s vastly increased 
junior ranks. 

One thing I would em- 
phasise. There is no time 
for ASF executives from 
interstate to fulminate 
over the NSW Amateurs 
attitude. 

Some of them have 
such small junior and 
amateur bodies that there 
is no problem of consequ- 
ence, They could defer 
and hardly know the dif- 
ference. 

The fact is that for the 
ASF it was too late a 
move.
